Not  particular  as  to  soil  or  location,  but  asking  only  that  the  sun  shine  on 
it,  it  throws  up  spikes  of  bloom  that  are  marvelous  in  their  delicacy  of 
structure  and  the  colorings  which  are  exquisitely  dainty  are  wonderful  in 
their  blendings  and  variety. 

They  are  very  effective  planted  in  groups  and  if  used  for  borders  are 
particularly  desirable  in  that  the  foliage  remains  fresh  and  upright  after  the 
blossom  stalks  are  removed. 

Planted  in  late  August  or  early  September  they  flower  very  freely 
the  first  season.
